3. Various schemes designed to ‘affect this object have been considered 
from time totime, One proposal is to create more subdivisions in the existing 
district,s0 a8 to break up the unwieldy Sadar subdivision of over 3,000 
square miles. . But it is doubtful if a measure of this kind would be any more 
than .a palliative of the evil, giving no, relief to the District Officer 
but rather tending to increase his work. Another scheme is to reduce the 
size of the district by transferring some, of its subdivisions to one or more 
of the surrounding districts. The objections to such piecemeal transfers of 

ions of the district are, however, manifold. ‘he proposal involves 
alteration in the boundaries and areas of seyeral districts with consequent 
administrative rearrangements in each, while, the statistics of all of them 
would besrendered. useless for comparative purposes. ‘The strongest objection 
of all is that even if the suggested transfers were effected, the residuary 
district would still be too large. 

4. Tn 1904, under the orders of Sir Andrew ‘Fraser, a Committee was 
ae ted composed of vfli¢éts ‘of great experience, several of whom had 

Knowledge of Midnapore dnd its neighbouring districts, to consider the 
est way of dividing the district into two parts. The Committee recommended 
the formation of two districts, one to be called Contai, corresponding more or 
Jess to the former district of Hijli, and to consist of the subdivisions of Contai 
and Tamluk with a new subdivision of Dantan comprising the thanas of Dantan, 
Narayangarh and Sabang, now, ag thon, forming part of the Midiapore Sadar 
subdivision ; the other to be called Midnapors, and to consist of the reduced 
Sadar. subdivision, the Ghatal subdivision, ‘and pi ed new subdivision of 
Garhbeta. Before, However, action was taken on these recommendations the 
Tocal officers were asked toinvite the opinions of the leading men of the district 
ov the proposed partition. It was apparent from the large number of 
representations received that the creation of the proposed new district would 
cause real inconvenience to the majority of the imhabitants owing to th 
inaccessibility of the proposed head-quarters at Contai. It was evident also 
that for the’same reason the district could not be conveniently administered 
from that place, and that its formation would inyolve undue expenditure. 
This scheme was accordingly abandoned.

Tf the comparison which ‘Was made regarding the divisions proposed in 
1906 be repeated as regards these revised areas, it is found that the proposed 
Midnapore district will have a larger area than 17 of the remaining 26 
districts, and a larger population than 9; while the proposed Hijli district will 
lave a larger area than 9, and a larger p»pulation than 16. 

9. The leading residents of the Midnapore district who were consulted 
on the previous occasion on the division proposed’ in 1906 urged some ‘objec- 
tions which may be sutrimarized as follows :— 

+ * (a) that partition will reduce Midnapore from being one of the most 
important districts of Bengal to one of the least important, for 
Midnapore town owing to its geographical situation would be 
the head-quarters: the sparsely populated northern ‘and 
western portions of the district, while the most highly culti- 
vated and wealthy tracts are situated in the southern part of 
the present district ; :

10. Most of these objections would apply to any scheme of partition. 
It is impossible to deny that the prosperity of Midnapore town will for a times 
the affected when it ceases to be the head-quarters of the most advanced and 
prosperous part of the present district, House property may fall in value, and 
the zamindars of the southern portion of the district who have houses in 
Midnapore may find some difficulty in disposing of them ; and it will be some 
time before they are able to replace them by similar houses at Hijh. Since 
however that place is only six miles distant, from Midnaporo with good 
railway communication, t! will be no immediate necessity for zamindars to 
provide themselves with new houses. On the other hand it has been urged 
that those grievances oily affect a limited class of the community, and that 
they ought not to outweigh the advantages of the ion of the district, 
which is necessary in the interests of the general administration. The great 
mass of the inhabitants, it is believed, must be gainers by the partition, unless 

new district, head-quarters be so placed as to be more inconvenient of 
access than Midnapore, This was the real objection to the Contai scheme ; 
but the new site which is near Kharagpur is for practically the whole of the 
proposed district distinctly easier of access than Midnapore since it is at a 
junction where four main lines of railway meet, whereas at present the vast. 
majority of persons going to Midnapore from any part of the area in question 
must change train at Kharagper and thence continue their journey to 
Midnapore. 

11, As regards the proposed name of the new district and its head- 
quarters, Kharagpur has been suggested. It has been pointed out, however, 
that this name has no revenue associations ; that it has already been 
appropriated as the name of the large and growing railway station and railway 
workshops of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway ; and that it would be inconvenient 
to have two important, separate, but closely neighbouring stations bearing the 
same name. On the other hand it would be appropriate to revive the name: 
of the old revenue district of Hijli, which originally occupied the greater part 
of the district now to be constituted, and to give to the head-quarters of the 
district the same namp as the district itself. ‘ 

,, 12: His Excellency the Governor had occasion to discuss the question 
with several of the leading inhabitants of the district when he visited Midna- 
pore in January last, and he then promised that local opinion would be 
consulted before Government came to a decision on the matter. The 
Governor in Council now desires to ascertain fully the views of the people of 
the district, both as regards the scheme of division as now revised, and the 
most satisfactory manner of bringing itanto effect. All such opinions should 
reach Government if possible not later than the 15th September 1913,

the administrative changes of 1905 and the transfer of Sikkim to the direct 
control of the Government of India in 1906, *The taking of the cénsus was

‘The influence of efficient drainage works upon the growth of the population 
is well illustrated by the area round Magra Hat, a tract of nearly 300 square 
miles in the district of the 24-Parganas. ‘Thirty years ago this tract was 
described as one where fever was constantly present in every village, its 
inhabitants “inured to a semi-amphibious life by a long course of préparation 
resulting in vhé survival of the fittest.” Now all this has changed, and the 
population, which is entirely agricultural, already shows an increase of 29 

x cent. since 1901, although the drainage scheme has not even yet been 
lly worked out: 

6, Cities, Towns and Villages.—Since the last census the urban popula- 
tion has increased by 13 per cent., a rate considerably in excess of the average 
for the whole population. It cannot, however, be said that the depopulation 
of the ruralg-racts is yet a serious problem, for 36 persons out of every 1,000 
still live in the country. Two-fifths of the urban population centre in Caleutta 
and Howrah, and there has been a striking,growth of the riparian population 
along the Hooghly, in the districts of the 24-Parganas, Hooghly and Howrah. 
These centres of the manufacturing industry show some remarkable figures, 
Bhatpara, for example. has increased by 500 per cent. since 1881, and pow 
contains a population of over 50.000.

The total population of Calcutta and its suburbs has reached the huge

8. Religion—In Bengal as now constituted 97°6 per cent. of the 

tion consists of Musalmans and Hindus, the formér outnumbering 
the latter by 3} millions ‘and forming over 52 per cent. of the whole, 
‘Pho figures of relative growth show that during the last decade the increase 
snare Muhamzmadans has been nearly thrice as great as among Hindus. 

f other religions, Animists number nearly three-fourths of a million, 
Buddhists a quarter of a million, and Christians 130,000, “Jains, Sikhs, Jews, 
Parsis and others are very few in number. 

9. Aye, Sex and Civil Condition—The rate of infant mortality is 
appalling. One child out, of eyery five dies within a year of*birth, Caleutta, 
in spite of its good sanitation and good water-supply,, heads the list with 
a death-rate among infants of 31 per cent. Early marriage, utter ignorance. 
of “the. simplest. rules of “hygieno, inganitary surroundings, and, among 
the parents of the labouring classes, poverty, which compels the mother 
to work almost up to the day of her confinement, are among tho, causes 
which reduce the chafices of a child surviving the early stages of its life. 

On the other hand the longevity of Hindu widows is remarkable ; 

-all lead. simple lives, and many, bereaved at an early age, escape the dangers 
of child-birth. § % :

not only for the actual number of persons able to read and write, but 
also for the proportion (7°7 per cent.) which they bear to the total population. 
Madras comes next with 75 per cent. and Bombay follows with 679. 
The total number of literate persons in the Presidency is 3} millions,, of 
whom slightly more than a quarter of a million are females, 

Of individual areas, Calcutta heads the list with ono out of every three 
of its inhabitants able to satisfy the ¢est of literacy. ‘This isva remarkably 
high proportion considering the large nuriber of low class immigrants 
engaged in menial duties. At the other end of the ‘seale come the districts 
of Mymensingh, Rajshahi, Rangpur and Malda with las than 5iper cent, of 
literates. F x 

The actual addition to the number of literate persons in the 
Presidency since 1901 is 632,222. of whom 90,342 are females. The 
percentage of incroase among the whole population is 21 and that among 
females as high as 56. The increase would have been greater still but for 
the fact that the standard for literacy prescribed at this consus was higher 
than that previously adopted. In 1901 the only criterion Iuid down was 
ability to read and write, but in 1911 no person was recorded as literate 
unless he could write a letter to a friend and read the answer to it. One 
result of this raising of the standard is that the proportion of literates among 
children of ten years and under has in most places either remained stationary 
or actually fallen. : ! a 

‘The backwardness of Muhammadans in education is erly shown by 
the fact that whereas the Muhammadans outnumber the Hindus by more 
thay three millions, yet there are only two of the former to every five of 
the latter who can read and write. A curious phenomenon noticed by 
Mr.-O'Malley is that the degree of literacy in each’ community varies inversely. 
witht its local strength. hus in Western Bengal, where the numbersof 
Mubammadans is smaller than elsewhere, the proportion of literate 
Muhammadans is greater. Similarly in Eastern Bengal, where the Hindus 
are largely outnumbered by the Muhammadans, 1 in every 4 is literate ; while 
in Western Bengal the proportion is 1 in 5. 

Peculiar interest attaches to the figures which show the relative 
advance in literacy among these two communities. At the eonsus of 1901 
tho percentage of literates was 10°8 among Hindus and 3'S among Muham- 
madans, Now it is 11°8 and 4°l, respectively. The increase has been in 
the proportion of 7 to 8 among the former and’6 to 7 among théslatter : in 
other words, Muhammadans have made rather more rapid progress in 
édueation than Hindus. An examination of the figures for the two ‘sexes, 
however, ‘discloses the fact that while among Muhammadans the increase 
has been almost uniform in both soxes (males 29 per cent. and females 31- 
per cent.), in the Hindu community the increase has been four times as 
rapid among females as among males, the percentages being 64 and 16, 
respectively. 

_ The endeavours of\cortainy of the lower Hindu castes to raise their 
social Status is reflected in their standard of literacy. Thus the Kaibarttas, 
Pods, Namasudras and Rajbansis atl show signa of improvement, and the 
Pods especially have'made great strides.

Provinces. 

12. _Infirmities.—As in 1901, four infirmities are recorded, viz., insanity, 
deaf-mutism, blindness and leprosy. The last decade has witnessed an increase 
in all the infirmities except lepr In Bengal there are 43 insane persons 
to nlp é 100,000 of the aS este insanity being most prevalent to the east 

hiagirathi: istrict except Darjecling and Ridlix has less than 25 
insane persons per Seg and the proportion rises as high as 157 in the 
Chittagong Hill Traota.. Tha Chapter dealing with Insanity contains a highly 
interesting account of the beliefs among both educated and uneducated 
classes about the causes and cures of insanity. 

Deaf-mutism, with its associates, erétinism and goitre, is most prevalent 
in North Bengal, and especially in Sikkim. The proportion of sufferers to 
general population has remained stationary since the last ceasus. 

Blindness is less prevalent than it was, except in the Presidency Division, 
where pathe a aie remains stationary. 

The number of lepers has also decreased. 

13.  Caste.—The Chapter on Caste is the longest and most interesting in 
this volume. At the last census, statistics of all castes and tribes were 
compiled. At this, it was laid down that statistics should be prepared only 
for the more important castes, and for such others as° Local Governments 
might for special reasons wish to include. The Government of Bengal had 
figures collected for all castes and tribes which in 1901 numbered 50,000 or 
more in the Province, for all that numbered 25,000 or more in a single district, 
and for certain others of special local importance or ethnological interest. 
The Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam compiled figures for 450 
sain Tithe with a strength varying from 1 to 22 millions. 

O'Malley's observations bear witness 'to the extraordinary social 
unrest that prevails to-day among the lower castes. No part of the censis 
aroused so much excitement as this. A belief got abroad that the object of 
the census was to fix the relative status of each caste and to settle claims to 
social superiority ; and this belief was largely fostered by the fact that at the 
last census castes were classed in order of social precedence. Petition after 
petition poured in from members of different castes praying to be designated 

new names, or to be placed higher on the fst omewhat different 
methods were adopted in the two Provinces of Bengal and Eastern Bengal and 
Assam for dealing with these delicate problems. In Eastern Bengal and 
Assam, for example, the numerous groups of Muhammadans who desired to be 
called. Sheikhs were all entered as such, irrespective of what the enumerators 
considered or knew them really tobe. ‘The result has been an extraordinary 
(and paiere) increase in the numbers of Sheikhs in North and Hast 
Bengal ; in . 95 per cent. of the whole Muhammadan population of the 

nee arora now been recorded as Sheikhs. In Bengal, on the other 

, such latitude was not allowed, and members of a group were entered 

only under those names by which the group was generally known. It. was 
es. that at this census there should be no classification by status, 
and the difficulty of deciding to which of the four main divisions of 
Hindus each Ea teen bel was overcome. But the case of those 
castes who wished to arrogate to themselves an entirely new name was 
different, and the now name was entered by the consus authorities if 
it was recognised by tho Hindu fopnanity at large and was not used 
by Sy tar nt ‘Thus the Chandals have been entered as Namasudras 
and the Seo Kaibarttas as Mahishyas. The case of the Namasudras is 
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curious and instructive. A generation ago they! were: content to, ‘call 
curious, and Chandels,, Advancing in wealth, they adopted the title of 
Namarudra, and at the census of 1891 they were entered as Namasudra or 
Chandal.” ‘In 1901 they were entered as “ Namasudra (Chandal).” In

pias pare modern oe of this anxiety for the improvement of 
social status is the growth of the caste Samiti or Sabha. Most, of these 
podies have come into existence since the last census and especially since 
the Partition of Bengal in 1905. Their main. object ‘is to improve 
tho social position of the caste, and their organization varies from combina- 
tions of the loosest kind to limited liability compames. et 

In this connection it is interesting to note that the statisties show that 
the “ Bhadralok " castes are progressive. ‘The Brahmans have increased by 
7} per cont, the Baidyas by 9 per cent, and the Kayasthas by 18 per cent. 

This Chapter on Caste is remarkable for’ its careful review of many 
matters of great ethnological interest, such as “initiation into caste "and 
“caste government.” Some of these havea very important bearing on the 
administration of the country at the present day. Mr, O'Malley remarks 
that on the whole the accessibility of the law courts is tending to weaken 
the system of caste self-government. There is also a tendeney for the 
panchayat system to be supplanted by the practice of referring disputes to 
the local zamindar, ; 

‘At the same time, Co-operative Societies, a comparatively new growth, 
are providing a new village organization which discharges many of the 
functions of the caste panchayats. Being formed on a basis of unlimited 
liability, these Societies find it necessary to inquire closely into. the position 
of new members, and, as a result, the tendency hasbeen for these Societies 
to exercise a very salutary influence towards curtailing marriage expenses 
and reducing litigation, two of the largost items of expenditure in village 
life. Numerous examples are reported of the way in which Co-operative 
Societies intervene with good effect in the village social life. 

Though there is, properly speaking, no caste system among Musalmans, 
yet in the organization of panchayats they have assimilated Hindu ideas. 
A remarkable example of this is the general panchayat of Dacca, an 
organization which is recognised\by all Muhammadans except the Ashraf 
class, and exists for the settlement of disputes between members of the 
community. Disputes are decided in the first place by a panchayat ; from 
them there is an appeal to an appellate “ bench,” and from that again toa 
“full bench ” consisting of the highest office bearers of the Association. 

14, Occupations.—The classification of occupations has at this census 
been regulated by a new scheme drawn up by the Census ( ommissioner on 
the basis of that prepared by M. Bertillon which has already been adopted by 
many other countries. Instead of 8 main classes, 24 orders, 79 sub-orders 
and 520 groups, a classification has been adopted consisting of only 4 main 
classes, 12 sub-classes, 55 orders and 169 groups. Mr. O’Malley observes 
that even this classification is more claborate than Indian conditions seem 
to require, but that its defects are few and unimportant. 

Nearly three-fourths of the people are supported by agriculture. The 
head “Industries” embraces nearly 34 millions, of whom about one- 
fourth depend on textile industries. The figures connected with the 
manufacture of jute show the astonishing increase of 140 per cent. sinee 1901.

feature in this connection is the large and” stii ‘owing predominance of 
extra-provincial labour in these industrial centres. The Bengali is in a 
minority in nearly all; and most markedly in the jute mills.” 
The distribution of occupations "between Hindus and Muhummadans 
forms an interesting commentary on the intellectual position of the followers 
of the two religions. The percentage of Musalmans in the total population 
is 52 and that of Hindus 45. But 37 per cent. of the latter and only 15 cent. 
of the former follow non-agricultural purgnits. The landlords, again, consist 
mainly of Hindus, the proportion being 7 Hindus to 3 Musalmans. These 
figures show that the great majority of the Musalmans have not yet risen 
beyond the stage of the cultivator who tills his own holding. 

15. In conclusion the Governor in Council desires to place on record 
his appreciation of the labours of the District Officers, and of the host of 
officials and non-officials through whose devoted services the census of 1911 
was carried to a successful conclusion, and to whom are due the accuracy, 
the care and the punctuality which have characterised the census throughout. 
His Excellency in Council wishes especially to acknowledge the services of 
Mr. O'Malley in conducting the census operations with such energy and 
ability and in compiling a report of conspicuous merit under conditions of 
unusual difficulty. The names of the officers commended by him and of those 


who have been, separately xeported for their good’ work will be recorded in 
the Appointment Department.

The new system for the calculation of the area under jute—In the note 
Er eel anes in connection" with the final forecast of the jute crop 
for the year 1912, it was indicated that the system on which the figures hi 
been previously compiled was being superseded by a more direct method of 
calculating the area under jute by means of a census of jute fields taken on 
the spot. The revised figures which are now yublished as’ the district 
figures for last year have been“ compiled on the new system and can, 
therefore, be compared directly with the figures for the present year, which 
have been prepared on the same system. The figures for the present, year 
cannot, however, be compared with advantage with the figures previously 
published for last year, which were obtained by a different and less accurate 
system of calculation. In several districts the new figures have been 
checked with figures for the same areas obtained from the Settlement 
Department, and this check has served to demonstrate their approximate 
accuracy. There is, therefore, good ground for believing that the revised 
figures for last year now put forward are very much more correct than those 
previously published. ‘ 

It will be noted that the result of the new enquiry has been to lower last 
year's figure for the total acreage under jute in this province by 114 
per cent. It must, however, be clearly understood that this change is 
merely an adjustment due to a modification in the system by which the 
acreage under jute has been caleulated, and does not indicate that the 
estimate of crop outturn will necessarily show a proportionate reduction. 
Careful investigation is being made into the question of the average 
outturn of jute per acre, and it is believed that the average hitherto accepted 
(three bales) will be found to be too low. The results of the enquiries now 
being made will be embodied in the final forecast. 

2. Character of the season—In February and March the rainfall was 
generally above the normal throughout the province ; but there was a great 
and general defect of rain in the month of April which interfered with 
sowings to some extent, especially in North and Western Bengal. In May 
the season was on the whole favourable. In nearly every district the rainfall 
was above thenormal, but the excess was of moderate amount. In June, 
however, especially in the earlier part. of the month, the rainfall was very much 
inexcess and the amount of damage done to the crop has been in consequence 
considerable, although not of equal extent throughout the province, The greater 
amount of damage has been done in the western districts. his is partly 
because sowings are later in those districts and the plants are therefore less 
able to withstand heavy rain and flood than those in a more advanced stage, 
partly also because the species of jute grown in the western districts is less 
capable of withstanding waterlogging than the variety more commonly sown 
in Eastern Bengal. The reports from some of the Eastern Bengal districts 
are not, however, nearly so unfavourable and indicate that, on the wholo, the 
crop is in fair condition in those districts. 

__, It will be observed, therefore, that the situation this year is essentially 
different from that of last year. Last year the deshi crop grown in Western 
Bengal was distinctly above the normal, while the crop in Eastern Bengal was 
on the whole somewhat inferior. ‘This year, however, it is safe to say that 
the desht crop has been very considerably damaged, while the prospects in

2, Climate.—The ‘early part of the year was: characterised by an 
abnormally low rainfall; pa except in April, most districts suffered from 












the want of rain. With ‘the advent sae “conditions changed, 
and-although the fall was then erratic it was more oy loss above the average 
in the majority of districts. Although it is stated) that the account of the 
rainfall has been, inserted in the report in. view of the intimate connection 
between rainfall and general health, the effect of the variations in the ‘rainfall 
on general health has not béen discussed, and it is somewhat difficult there- 
fore to understand how far the variations in the birth and death rates in 
the different districts have been affected by the abnormal rainfall at the 
different seasons of the year. The death rate has increased, inainly owin; 
to greater mortality from fever and cholera, and the Governor in Couneil 
would have been glad to know how. far, if at all, this increase was. due 
to unusual variations in the rainfall. , 

3. Birth and death rates.—The birth rate shows an increase, 1,600,335 
births being registered during the year as compared with 1,585,187 in 
1911. The increase is slight, and would probably have been greater but 
for the high price of food-grains. Agricultural conditions were on the 
whole good, but the high level of ‘prices has been maintained, and it is 
feared that this is, more than’ likely to arrest the natural growth of 
the population. There was also a rise in mortality, 1,349,779 deaths being 
recorded as‘ against 1,221,580 in the former year. Fever and cholera were 
primarily responsible for this increase. ___ ‘ 

With a birth rate of 35°30 per mille and a death rate of 29°77 the 
Presidency of Bengal as now constituted does not compare unfavourably 
with other provinces of the: Empire. The birth rate is somewhat lower 
than that of most other provinces, but its death rate is also lower, and the / 
‘excess of births over deaths is considerable. A-comparison of the statistics. 
for the. various divisions of the province points to'the Chittagong Division 
as being the healthiest division’ The birth rate is -higher in the Eastern 
Bengal divisions of the province. than in the Burdwan and Presidency 
Divisions, but the Rajshahi Division, which shows the highest birth rate in 
the province, also returns the highest death rate, y m 

A disquieting feature is the high rate of infantile mortality in certain 
districts. Calcutta has hitherto returned the highest death rate among, 
infants, but this has been surpassed by the Jalpaiguri and Dinajpur. districts 
where the rate has risen ag high as 28°69 and 26:26, respectively. ; 

4. Chief diseases.—The paragraphs in the report, which deal with the 
history of the chief. diseases are mainly statistical and do not enter into any 
discussion as to the causes of the variations when compared with previous 
years. The Governor in Council realizes tho difficulty of’ determining 
the causes which influence the healthiness or unhealthiness of a particular 
locality, particularly so when registration is far from perfect, but it should 
not, he considers, have been impossible to give some indication as to the 
gas of the large increase in the mortality, especially that from fever and 
cholera. L. > 

Plague in this Presidency is confined almost entirely to Galeutta and its 
suburbs, and 1,905 of the 1,995 deaths from'this cause occurred in this © 
locality. Cholera was prevalent in every district except Darjeeling, and the 
mortality was considerably in excess of that of 1912. No explanation of the 
increase is furnished in the report, but there is little doubt that it was largely 
due to the deficient monsoon of 1911, and to the want of rainfall in the early 
part of 1912, which resulted in the water-supply becomingscanty and contam~, 
inated. The disinfection of wells with permanganate of potash was carried © 
out in'several districts with suécessful results. ‘There is however no scope 
for any great improvement from such a moasuro, as tanks, not wells, form the 
main source of the water-supply of Bengal. There was a slightimerease in 
the mortality from small-pox, but the number of deaths from this disease 
was loss than half of the average of the preceding five years. Whe highest” 
mortality was recorded in Mymensingh, Dacea and ‘ippera} those dis- 
tricts were responsible for 92 per cent. of the deaths amonget childrén. 
reensety, and diarrhea are mote fatal in towns than in’ rural areas,

: rs as many as 959,193 are attributable to fever: 
» Malda, Dinajpur and Jalpaiguri have the worst reeord, but while Dinajpur 
and Jalpaiguri do not’ show any great variation from the average of the 
revious as years, the mortality in the Malda district has reached the 
fae figure of 35°83 per mille against a provious average of 25. Reference 
was made in the report of the Sanitary Commissioner of Eastern Bengal 
and Assam for 1911 to the severe epidemic which was responsible for the 
increase in the mortality of the year in Malda, and it was stated that special 
arrangements had been made for the distribution of quinine through the 
District Boards and for facilities for the sale of “ treatments.” The present’ 
report makes no reference to the result of these measures, but the increase 
in mortality in 1912 would seem to indicate that they have proved of. little 
avail. This district alone accounts for one-sixth of the increase in the 
number of deaths from fever in the Presidency. In the town of Malda 
itself the death rate from fever roso from 29°33 to 41°60. These facts 
demand further investigation, and the Sanitary Commissioner will be requested 
to make a full enquiry to ascertain, as far as Possible, the causes which have 
led to this marked unhealthinoss of the district, and to determine what 
measures, if any, should be undertaken to effect. a remedy. The Governor 
in Council is also disappointed to find that despite the employment of Sub- 
Assistant Surgeons in tho distribution of quinine in the districts of Nadia 
and Murshidabad there has been no diminution in fever mortality, but the 
reverse. The various ‘anti-malarial measures that have been undertaken 
throughout the province have so far been unproductive of any real:permanent 
advantage, and in many places they have been discontinued. The clearance 
of jungle and tanks and the destruction of mosquitos have not proved 
successful measures, and a more extended use of quinine seems, on present 
* knowledge, the only method by which it is possible to reduce the rate of 
mortality and the risk of infection. An experiment on.a fairly large scale +o 
determine the effect of the wholesale clearance of jungle on general health 
in the villages is about to be undertaken. Major Fry and Dr. Bentley 
continued their malaria investigations, the former principally in the malarions 
districts of Jessore, Nadia and Murshidabad, the latter in Dinajpur, Rajshahi, 
Dacea and Faridpur. Several Sub-Assistant Surgeons were employed in 
distributing quinine gratis in several districts during the fever season. 

There was a large increase in tho sale of quinine by the Jail Department. 
Arrangements have now been made by which this department will prepare 
the gua “treatments” which have hitherto been obtained from a firm in 

land. x! 

The Malaria Commiitteo devoted itself during the year primarily toa con- 
sideration of the measures that should be taken to render quinine more popu- 
lar and to bring it more Prominently tothe notice of the general path 
Detailed arrangements have been made and they will shortly be put into foree, 

6. Vertfication of vital statistics—The enquiries into births and deaths 
made by the Vaccination staff indicate very defective registration of vital 
statistics, and the improvements noticed in previous years have not continued. 

‘here was an unusually large number of omissions in the districts of the 
Rajshahi Division while the results in Khulna are still far from gatisfactory, 
The question of the improvement of statistics in compulsory areas, was under 
consideration during the year, The system of registration by the police was 
found to be defective, and it was decided that the work should be retrans- 

* ferred to the municipal authorities with effect from the Ist April 19138. 

7. Vaccination.—The total number of operations performed in the 
Prosidency during the year was 1,984,399, the numbor of persons vaccinated 
being 1,971,200. There was a docrease of 16,509 in primary. vaccinations, - 
The decreaso was attributed chiofly to the prevalence of malarial fever 
during the working season and to the opposition to vaccination of the Farazi.. 
M 8 of certain districts. Owing to the greator prevalence of small~ 

» pox in the distriets*of Dacea, Chittagong, Mymensingh and ‘Tippera there was 
an increase of 54,324 in the number of re-vaccinations. An increase was also 
noticed in Midna where steps were taken by the Magistrate for the re- 
vaccination of lults in whose cases the effect of previous vaccination 
had died out. pe 
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Sanitary works.—The section on sanitary sin the Sanitary Com- 
nies capa and the Report of the Sanitary give a very. detailed 
account of the measures that have been taken or are In progress towards 
improvements in sanitation. Tnereased expenditure on conservancy, the - 
execution or preparation of schemes of water-supply, sewerage, and drainage, 
all indicate groater activity on the part of municipalities and a greater 
tealization of their responsibilities in this important work. But progress 
is far from rapid. Much time is lost by municipalities in the consideration 
of projects that have been prepared by the Sanitary Engineer, and the 
applications for loans from Government «to finance a schéme are, as a rule, 
‘erimperfectly prepared in the first instance that considerable delay_is 
bound to ensue. Government is xeady to contribute liberally towards these 
sanitary schemes, but. as the figures quoted in paragraph 58 of the report 
show, full advantage was not taken of the amount that was available during 
the year 1912-13. A large sum has been provided in the budget for the 
current year to assist «municipalities in schemes of sanitation, and His 
Excellency in Council trusts that municipalities will take advantage of this, 
and will push on the schemes ‘of water-supply and drainage which they now 
have in hand. In rural areas water-supply is the pressing need; on this 
question the Governor in Couneil has expressed his views on more than one 
occasion. The transfer of the Public Works Cess to District Boards will 
enable these bodies to devote greater attention to, and effect greater 
improvements in, the sanitation of rural areas. 

9. Samtary Board.—The re-arrangement of the provinces caused some 
temporary disorganization of the work in the Sanitary Engineer's office, but 
no schemes suffered by the change. The year was one of groat activity in 
the Sanitary Engineer's office, and the establishment was fully employed, 
Sixteen schemes of-water-supply were under consideration while 11 were in. , 
process of execution, Seventeen drainage schemes were in the course of 
préparation in the Sanitary Engineer's office. ight others were examined or 
revised while work was in progress on nine schemes. 

The progress of work in the Sanitary Engineer's office reflects great 
credit on Mr. Williams and his.staff. Itsis evident, however, that the exist+ 
ing engineering staff is quite inadequate for the work of the department. The 
appointment of a second Assistant Sanitary Engineer has been sanctioned and 
will shortly be filled. ‘The farther strengthening of the staff is now under 
the consideration of Government. The question of the position and duties of 
the Sanitary Board and of the Sanitary Engineer and the relationship between 
them is also under examination. § / 

‘10. Staf.—During the year the Sanitary ‘Commissioner had the assist- 
ance of only one Deputy Sanitary Commissioner excluding the two special 
officers engaged on malaria investigations, It hag however been recognized 
that In view of the exacting nature of his duties and the unwieldy size af 
his charge, one officer is quite insufficient. and it has been decided that four 
Deputy Sanitary Commissioners should be entertained for this Presidency, 
Since the close of the year two Indian officers have been appointed and the 
fourth officer is expected at an early date. These officers will each hold 
saa Ais one of the four Sanitary Circles into which the Presidensy is now 

ivided. * A 

11. Steps are now being taken to give effect to the scheme for the 
appointment of Health Officers and trained Sanitary Inspectors in municipal- 
ities which has heen under consideration in recent years. A Bill has been 
introduced into the Legislative Council to amend the Bengal Municipal Act so 
as to provide for the appointment of such officers in mufassal municipalities. 
A class for the training of Sanitary Inspectors has been opened in Calcutta. 
Tt is hoped that the entertainment of these officers will result in a consider- 


able and much needed improvement in the conservancy and sanitation of 
municipal areas.

Fuller particulars uf the above figures are showth in Appendix I, from 
which it will be seen that the decrease of 1,505 under Indian articles is from 
the figures of the, Branch Shipping office, which, however, may be due to the 
work of a few vessels having been transferred to the Head office, but mainly 
to a number of vessels retaining theif crews under additional clause for a longer 
period than hitherto.

WOMEN’S SECTION. 


This being the second year in which the Women’s Section of the 
Mysore Dasara ‘Industrial Exhibition has been at work, it is felt that its 
aims should be more widely recognised and appreciated so that a few words. 
‘of explanation as a preface to this syllabus will not be out of plage. 

The first aim of this section is to bring into touch with each other 
women, who, having themselves learnt the value of new occupations and 
interests, are anxious to hand on this knowledge to others. Plain or fancy 
needle-work, lace-making, pasket-making, knitting, all these are occupations 
enjoyed by a large number of women and girls in India, but there remain a 
still larger number who have ‘neither seen nor heard about them. To interest. 
these, it is important to collect for Exhibition the best that is done in,all 
branches of women’s work, and itis only the best in each section of the 
work that can be encouraged by the wwa: of medals and prizes. 

This is one of the most difficult things to be ies upon intending 
exhibitors. It is not any kind of work that can aecepted. Certain 
groups are selected in the syllabus, and only the really godd work sent in 
wider each group is likely to be admitted. ‘To understand the Importance 
of sending in only the best work, the following rules should be care! ly 
studied and conscientiously carried out :— 


1. In needle-work the best materials that can be procured should alone * 
be used: it is waste of time to put good, work on to poor material which 
will neither wear nor wash. 

2. One neatly stitched, well finished off exhibit is more likely to win 
a prize than a large bandle of carelessly done work ; no amount of trimming 
will improve a badly made article. 

3. Moth-eaten, faded, torn or dirty work cannot be necepted. 

4. “Exhibits which have already won prizes in previous Exhibitions 
cannot compete. ‘hey will be accepted as * ‘Loan Exhibits” or exhibited 
for sale if space permits. 

3. No work will be accepted that does not come under one or other 
groups.in the syllabus. Space in the exhibition being limited, there can be 
no exception to this rule. 

6. None but genuin women or chidren's work will be allowed to 
compete for prizes in this section. -

No. Fl, 23i—G.F. 348-10-7 of 19th July 1911, dealing with the award of 
medals at Public Exhibitions. It is as follows:—The parties who exbibit

interests and classes in the then population of the city, viz., the European

i lominating in numbers. In considering the future 
constitution of the Corporation these considerations must be borne in mind. 
If an increase in the total of the elected members is conceded in consideration 
of the increase in the population and yoting power, it must bo regulated 
by the necessity for a proper representation of the various interests. in 
Calcutta. The ward Spalaticn of Caleutta has increased from 681,000 in 
1899 to 861,501 at the present day, and the number of voters has more than. 
doubled itself in the interval, being 35,852 as against 13,890. ‘This increase 
in the total population may be put forward as an argument in favour of 
enlarging the strength of the Corporation; and as the proportion of voters 
to the ward population has increased from 2 to 4 per cent., thereis a possible 
justification for an increase in the number of elected representatives, There 
is undoubtedly a certain amount of feeling in favour of an increase in the 
number of members of the Corporation, and it is evident that if either of the 
two suggestions—increased ward and separate Muhammadan representa- 
tion,—were carried into effect, an increase must necessarily follow. Ii. has, 
however, been urged that the adoption of the proposal that, two. members 
should be elected for each ward without racial restriction |would result 
in a very strong preponderance of Hindu Commissioners, and that the 
representation of the other large and influential minorities would be very 
inadequate except by an increase in the total strength of the Corporation to’a 
number which would not be justified. A suggestion has therefore been 
made that any increase in the number of elected Commissionérs should be 
confined to the twelve more populous wards, and that to these wards only 
should be given the right to elect 2 representatives. This would increase the 
representation by election from the wards from 25 to 37. Following the 
considerat which influenced the decision to equalise the number of elected 
and nominated members in 1899, it may then be held that a similar number 
of members should be nominated by Government and public bodies, and that. 
the total number of members should be fixed at 75.. It isa question, however, 
whether the Municipality requires as many as 75 Councillors to protect its 
interests, and it may with some reason be argued that a smaller body would 
control | the rations of the Corporation with greater cfficiency and 
promptitude.

are elected by the Mahammadans themselves, and there “no doubt be a 
natural desire on their part that those who are chosen to represent their 
interests on the Corporation should be elected by the votes of their 
coreligionists only. Much might be urged in favour of an election rule on _ 
these principles, but it is a question whether, in the event of such separate 
representation being allowed, the Muhammadan voters should be allowed to 
vote at the general ward election. Two suggestions for separate 
Muahammadan representation haye been put forward—one that it should be 
a mere minimum representation, intended only to. secure. that the 
Muhammadan community should not be altogether unrepresented, and 
based merely on the strength of its voting power, while the other aims 
at giving the community that degree of representation which upon the 
whole it might expect ‘in view not merely of its voting power, but of its 
numbers, wealth and degree of advancement. Under the former suggestion 
the Muhammadan community. would be entitled to 4 or 5 separate 
representatives, but this is considered to be inadequate, and it is proposed 
that the community should be allowed to secure such additional 
Tepresentation as it can at the ordinary ward elections. . The second proposal 
would give the community 9 representatives. This would secure to the 
community a representation which it could not expect to attain under the 
former system, and it is considered that a definite measure of representation 
would be preferable to a totally inadequate minimum with no expectation of 
any additions thereto. If this latter proposal be accepted, the Muhammadan 
community could not perhaps expect to be allowed a voice in the general 
ward election. 

7. Assuming that the total number of Councillors should be raised 
from 50 to 75, and accepting the suggestions that 37 ward members and 
9 Muhammadan representatives be elected, 29 places would remain to be 
filled by nomination, either by public bodies or by Government. ‘The Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce, the Caleutta Trades Association, and the Port Trust 
will naturally desire to retain their existing powers of nomination, and with 
an increase in the total number may ask for increased representation. There 
are two other Associations whose claims must now be taken into account in 
view of the interests which they represent. The Bengal National Chamber 
of Commerce and the Marwari Association are public bodies representative 
of important interests in Caleutta, and ight reasonably expect to be 
allowed representatives on the Corporation. The educational community 
must not be forgotten, and the nomination by the Calcutta University of one 
representative would result in a valuable addition to the Corporation.

‘FOR THE YEAR 1912-13. . 


1, General.—The year has been an important bne'so far as the produc- 
tion of bark and quinine is concerned. Towards the middle of 1912 nego- 
beer ‘commenced between the Java planters, who produce about 80 
per cent. “of the world’s bark, and the European ‘bark importers and See 
‘manufactures, with a view to.an agreement as to,the minimu: it price to 
‘be given for bark, The price of quinine in ees had been going down 
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steadily for a number of years, and bees ‘a point that threatened the 
conversion of much cinchona land in ee into cohee, toa or sugar-producing 
areas, At. present the negotiations between these bodies still drag on, 
but it seems probable that an agreement will be arrived at whereby, among 
other conditions, the minimum tate for bark will be raised to 5 Dutch cents. 
per unit, Already the unit price has reached a figure 30 per cent. above 
that which obtained 18 months ago. With-the possible result of these 
negotiations in view, the policy followed has been to conserve as fat as 
possible the bark on the Bengal plantations, to acquire a stock of bark and 
quinine in Amsterdam while prices still remain low, and to layin a store of 
the alkaloid both extracted and in the bark sufficient to tide over a period of 
high prices. At the same time it was thought desirable to undertake with 
diligence extensions on the existing plantations, so that even though an 
agreement be ratified at the end of five years, Government may by that time 
have sufficieht of the alkaloid to cope with any advanced demand and also. 
enough bark to keep the factory working at an enconomic rate. During the 
year important results on the therapeutic value df pure amorphous alkaloid of 
quinine have been published by Major E.-E. Waters, 1.1.8. These go to 
prove that this drug, hitherto of little importance as a factory product, 
should receive more attention from medical practitioners than it has in 
the past. 

Ly Weather.—'he rainfall on Mungpoo during the year war 12804 
inches, 6 inches above the average. The only remarkable feature was the 
unprecedented fall in November, 13°38 inches, of which 9°96 inches fell in 
one . The highest previous record in 22 years was 0°66 inches for 
the month in 1892. Although the average rainfall on Mungpoo is slightly 
higher than cinchona requires, the plants more recently put out are looking 
extremely well. ; 

On Munsong the rainfall as usual was less than on the sister plantation. 
Tt totalled 106°80 inches, being also above the average 92°82 for the 
previous 12 years. No very heavy rainfall occurred during the year, but 
just under 4 inches fell on 6 days, 18th June. 17th and 22nd August, 31st 
October, and 1st November. 4 

3. Plantations and crops.—(a) es [ie rg exe the rainfall was 
disereyit yaa Lochucatelyaitiaiebed througt ont tft qaes wudliacvined aie 
ewhen*most desired. The result has been a high percentage of successes in 
tho extension areas, This applies to both cinchona and realtorestation work. 
The two experimental plots of cinchona of 25 acres each mentioned in last 
year’s report have done extremely well. The plants when put out measured 
about I foot in height, and are now ‘on an average 4 feet high. This 
growth compares favourably with the best on Munsong, and can be taken 
as a vory promising indication of the effect of reafforestation on subsoquent 
cinchona growth. If the progress shown by these experimental plots con- 
tinues, we have proof that by systematic reafforestation land can in a com- 
paratively short period be cured of cinchona sickness. Another 25 acres 
have been planted up during the year, 10 acres of C. Ledgeriana at Mungpoo, 
8 acres of CU. Ledgeriana and 7 acres Hybrid No. 2 at Sittong. The older 
blocks of cinchona on Mungpoo cannot be looked on as successful. Many of 
the trees show indifferent health, blanks are numerous, and the land cannot 
again go under cinchona until it gets a 20 years’ rest in secon for 
Reafforestation work still continues to call for the geater part of the st 
energies. Fuel and timber extensions for the year amount to 300 acres, and 
such species of trees as have been mentioned in former reports have been 
utilized. Instead of planting 8 feet x 8 fect as has hitherto beon done. the 
trees have this year been put out 6 feet x 6 feet. Much of the land on 
Mungpoo, oapesaily on the Labdah subdivision, proves only too good a medium 
for thatch grass pest, and when reafforestation is carried on under such 
adverse conditions, many of the trees have difficulty in holding their own.

During the year 221 acres of all species on all ~ 
divisions were planted up. Kashyem has had 119 acres extension, Munsong 
22 acres, and Burmiak 80 acres. The total number of plants on Munsong on 
Slst March 1913 was about 1,713,787, being an increase of about 200,471 
during the year. The number of trees uprooted was 107,962, and from this 
harvest 471,468 lbs. of bark were obtained. The yield per tree therefore 
works out at an average of 4°36 Ibs. Ofthe total harvest from all species 

u geriana comes easily first with 464,416 Ibs. and of this amount 
Kashyem division yielded 151,067 lbs. and Munsong division 313,349 Ibs. 
Harvesting on Burmiak the young division has not yet commenced, but the 
plants look well and as yet remain unmolested by Helopeltis, an insect-pest 
which is causing some anxiety on Kashyem. 

4. Plantations as a whole.—The tolal area under cinchona on both 
plantations at the end of March was 1,779} acres, an increase of 2214 acres in 
the grand total, having taken place during the year. Over this acreage 
2,853,852 plants are distributed, and this number is an increase of 135,005 
over last year’s figure, From the total harvest on both plantations of 216.978 
uprooted trees 611,338 Ibs. of dry bark were obtained. ‘These figures give 
an average yield per tree on both plantations of 2°81 lbs. Sueh an avera; 
yield is small when compared with that of the 27 special trees. mentioned in 
last year’s report as selected from Munsong for determination of the probable 
future yield, but the average yield per tree will doubtless go quickly on the 
increase as the older and less profitable blocks on Mungpoo get used up.

The sum of Rs. 2,46,314-6-6 went to the purchase 
of quinine bought at Amsterdam and landed at the factory. Out of the grant 
of Rs. 3,00,000 mentioned elsewhere as set aside in connection with the 
acquisition of a reserve, Rs. 44,000 were allotted for the purchase of bark, 
Rs. 2,50,000 for the purchase of quinine, and Rs. 6,000 for the erection of the 
storage godown.

14. Cost of Plantation bark.—At a mecting held in which methods of 
calculating cost of plantation bark were discussed, Mr. Waterfield of the 
Accountant-General’s office, Mr. Standen of the Madras Cinchona Department, 
and Major Gage, 1.a.8., Superintendent of Cinchona Cultivation in Bengal, 
arrived at the conclusion that the best method of caleulating ‘this. would be 
to divide the annual increment of dry bark from 1 acre by the average 
anntal expenditure per acre. At Mungpoo an acre was selected in a 
block 9 years old. The area of the block when planted ‘was 55 acres ; 
the amount of dry bark harvested from it up to 31st Mareh 1913: was 
66,138lbs., which gives an average yield of 1,202%0 1b&.. per acre. The 
acre selected contained 264 trees and these on uprootal gave a harvest 
of 1,460 Ibs. Tho total harvest froni an acre of this block may therefore 
be taken as 2,665°50 Ibs, and this amount divided by 9, the age of the block, 
gives 296°16 lbs. average yield per acre per annum. The total amount 
spent on the einchona plantation during the life of this block was—deducting

The Annual Report on the Police Administration of the Town of Calcutta ‘and fhe Suburi for 


the year 1912. 


Sur ,F. L. Hatinay, Kr., ce, s.v.o.. held charge of the office of 
Commissioner of Police throughout the year. The scheme for the reorgan- 
ization of ‘the Calcutta Police was introduced completely from the 2nd 
November 1912; the three Town and the two Suburban Police Divisions were 
amalgamated and formed into, four divisional charges, three of which were 
each placed under a Deputy Commissioner of Police and one Division under a 
Superintendent. ‘The charge of the combined Criminal Investigation and 
Tntelligence Branch was held by another Deputy Commissioner. 

2, The number of judicial convictions of members of the force increased 
from 39 to 41 and the offences were also of a graver nature; but an 
inerease in the number of dismissals was more than counterbalanced by a 
decrease in other departmental punishments. The incremental pay for | 
constables sanctioned during the year had the effect of reducing the number of 

ignations for the time being; fewer constables, too, deserted or were 
iistarped. At the same time only 554 recruits were enlisted as compared 
with 639 in the previous year, and the arrangements for recruitment and 
training are not yet satisfactory. The Constables’ Training School at Nathna- 
gore has ceased recruiting for the Calcutta Police, and at present recruits are 
enlisted and trained in Calcutta under most inadequate and inconvenient 
conditions. A scheme for a separate Training School for Calcutta is now 
before Government. It is proposed. to locate the school in the Dullunda 
buildings which are at present occupied by the Bengal Forms Department and 
will, it is hoped, be available next year. Meanwhile a temporary school will 
be opened for the training of 250 constables ; and by the introduction of a 
better system of training, a higher standard of efficiency may be gradually 
attained, ; \ 

3. In last year’s resolution the hope was expressed that the transfer of 
the headquarters of the Government of India from Calcutta would remove 
the difficulty of providing adequate accommodation for the Calcutta Police 
Courts. and the Patice headquarters. ‘Tis hope, however,® has not been 
realised, and a solution of the problem has to be sought in other directions. 
Meanwhile, to remove the physical congestion of the existing courts, His 
Excellency in Council has decided as an experimental measure to create two 
new courts in the northern and southern portions of the town. Progress has 
also been made towards providing accommodation for the European Sergeants 
of Police at headquarters which has for many years been notoriously inadequate. 
Plans and estimates have been prepared for a four-storied building to be 
erected in the Lall Bazar compound to take the of the existing two- 
storied building; the scheme has received the istrative approval of 


Government. -

5. On the 19th November 1912/a disaster occurred owing to the capsiz- 
ing of a dinghé boat at the Sibpur Ferry Steamer‘Ghit, which led to the loss 
of 11 lives, A.Committee was appointed by Government to enquire into 
the circumstances and to suggest ‘practical measures for remedying the 
defécts in the existing arrangements. As a result. the Commissioner of Police 
has preparéd a number of suggestions for ensuring the safety of passengers 
who use the ferry steamer service pontoons and for augmenting the police at 
the canes hen they are likely to be crowded, These recommendations 
are under the Gonsideration of the Port Commissioners. : 

6. There was a remarkable increase of $1,327 in the number of cogniz- 
able cases, chiefly due to prosecutions under the traffic regulations. The figures 
for road obstruction cases in Calcutta and Suburbs have risen from 6,608 in 
1908 to 24,564 in 1912. In the opinion of the Commissioner of Police com- 
mensurate results in the diminution of road and footpath obstructions have 
not been obtained by this very large increase in prosecutions, chiefly owing 
tothe want of convenient sites where petty vendors licensed by the Corporation 
can congregate without trespassing on to the footpath and owing to the 
absence of mechanical means of handling expeditiously the enormous volume 
of merchandise in the crowded bazars of the city. The Commissioner of 
Police is of opinion that, until improvements are made in these directions, 
the public will not enjoy to the full the amenities’ of civic life which» 
‘depend go largely on the. vigilant Leet of minor annoyances. The 
Onloutia and Subarban Police Amendment Act, Act II! of 1910, extended 
considerably the powers of the police to deal with the regulation of nuisances 
and obstructions ; and the police have made good use of the powers conferred 
on them, Yet it appears that criminal prosecutions have failed so far 
adequately to deal with the situation ; and it may be that the present trade 
conditions make road obstruction inevitable in spite of the existing laws, 
‘The question of obtaining some measure of amelioration’ by other methods 
will have to be considered ; meanwhile the policy of prosecuting for these 
offences should not be relaxed. Greater activity was shown in prosecuting 
for offences under the Motor-Car ai and statutory rules ; and though the 
number of deaths caused by motor-ears and cycles increased, it must’ be 
reniembered that the number of motor vehicles used in Oaleutta is increasing 
largely year after year. There was a gratifying decrease in the total number 
of persons killed and injured in conveyance accidents ; and the Governor ‘in 
Council agrees with the Commissioner of Police that the police may claim 
with some justice that an improvement has taken place in the regu res of

Consumption and Prices. 


16. Consumption.—The total quantity of salt, which passed into consump- 
tion in this Presidency during the year 1912-13 was 76,42,905 maunds. This 

is exclusive of 58,54,574 maunds, the net export by rail, road or Miver, but 
inclusive of 502 maunds educed from saltpetre. 

16. Prices of salt in Bengal generally. * “4% Therg 
wus a slight decrease of 2 pies in the average as compared with the previous 
year, which was attributed to the fall in the prices of imported salt in the 

itta and Chittagong markets. The retail prices in the saliferous 
districts remained the same as in the previous year, the price per seer 
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ranging from 9 pies to 1 anna’ 3 pier. Exclusive of duty, the average 
wholesale price of Liverpool salt per 100 maunds as sold from the ship's 
side in the port of Caleutta was Rs. 62-3-3 against Rs. 64-7-1 in 1911-12. 
The Collector of Customs, Caleutta, reports that at the end of the previous 
year the market showed an upward tendency, and prices» were on the, whole 
fairly well maintained. There were brisk bonding operations at Sulkea 
during April and May 1912 consequent upon the agents’ desire to take 
advantage of the good export freights that were bettie siete thoir 
Vessels, Towards the end of the year the freights fell and the’ position 
became somewhat changed. In the port of Chittagong the effect of several 
new merchants entering the trade was to reduce prices.

21. Receipts and charges.— * ke * “As compared 
with 1911-12, receipts show a deerease of Rs. 10,94,167, or 8'4 per cent., and 
charges an increase of Rs. 5,197, or 16 per cent. The net revenue 
was Rs, 1,15,45,842, which was less than that of the previous year by 

» Rs. 10,99,364, or 8°7 per cent. The decrease in the receipts occurred mainly 
under the head “Import duty on salt.” The charges do not include any 
share of the cost of the Customs Preventive Service, which is largely © 
employed in safeguarding the salt revenue.

Miscellaneous. 


22, Saltpetre refineries and Soda factories.—There wore three 
licensed saltpetre refineries at Soorah, Kakurgachi and Manicktolla under the 
Commissioner of Salt, Bengal, a new one having been opened by the Bengal 
Chemical and Pharmaceutical Works, Ld., at Manicktolla, from August 1912. 
There was a factory for the manufacture of sulphate of soda by artificial 
heat «at Tangra. A second factory for the same purposes was opened during 
the year at Pagladanga. 

‘Phe quantity of refined saltpetre produced in the three refineries duri 
the year was 7,958 maunds against 7,329 maunds in the previous year. 0 
slight advance in output was due to the opening of the new refinery. ‘The 
quaritity of salt educed in the process of refinement of saltpetre was 608 
maunds against 806 maunds in 1911-12, and the quantity of sitta (impure 
salt) left in the course of refinement was 907 maunds against 1,039 maunds 
in the previous year. The eduction of smaller quantities of salt and sitta 
in the face of an increased production of refined saltpetre was reported to 
be due to the fact that a purer kind of crude saltpétre-was purchased by the 
refiners. 502 maunds of educed salt were sold during the year against 
840 maunds of educed salt and 400 maunds of sitta’ in the previous year, 
the duty realized being Rs. 502 as against Rs. 1,040 in 1911-12. The license- 
fees realized from the three saltpetre refineries and the two factories for the 
manufacture of sulphate of soda were Rs. 150 and Rs. 4, respectively.

On the reconstitution a tenzal Presidency, with effect 
from the 1st April 1912, Mr, Hughes-Buller was appointed Inspector-General 
sof Police and cgntinued in office till the end of the year. : 

2, Civil Police —As a result of the territorial chanves, a considerable 
amount of work had to be devoted tothe reconstitution of the cadres of 
officers and men and the assimilation of tle different practices and rules in 
force in the two parts of the Province. The Intelligence Branch was recon- 
stituted and amalgamated with the Criminal Investigation Department at a 
considerable reduction of cost, and Intelligence officers were attached to 
certain districts under-the control of Superintendents of Police. At the*elose 
of the year, Government sanctioned the opening of a new, school for the 
training of constables at Dacca, and of a similar school combined with the 
Police Training College at Sarda. The system of despatching ‘ Special 
Police” telegrams was extended to the Westorn Bengal districts, and as an * 
experimental measure the rural police were empowered to send “ bearing” 
messages. The question of the more extensive use of the telegraph for 
the prevention and detection of crime is constantly under examination, 
Considerable progress was made towards the completion of the scheme 
sanctioned by the Secretary of State for_the reorganization of the subor- 
dinate police force in the Eastern Bengal districts, and detailed proposals 
involving an increase of 466 subordinate officers and men were sanctioned 
by Government. Six new investigating centres were established ; the town 
police of several places was reconstituted, and effect was given to the 
scheme for deputing police to watch criminals at railway and steamer 
stations. The station boats in the Faridpur and Dacca districts continued 
to be maintained, and the establishment of similar boats in other districts 
has since been sanctionel. These measures have led to a material 
decrease in river crime. Special attention was paid during the year to the 
improvement of the important branch of the supervising staff represented by 
the Circle Inspectors. A high standard of selection has been laid down for 
the promotion of Sub-Inspectors to be Inspectors. Insistence is laid on the 
responsibility of the Inspector for the control of crime within his circle ; 
and during the year persistent and successful ehorts were made by means of 
instructions conveyed at the time of inspection and by personal appeals to 
improve existing conditions. In the opinion of the Inspector-General the 
latent dotective ability of the investigating staff requires to be developed 
and trained. ‘The period spent at college is too limited to admit of a 
thorough training in detective work, and officers require to be. instructed 
afterwards how best to apply the principles they have learnt. Accordingly 
the Inspector-General proposes t» select a certain number of promising young 
officers who have displayed signs of detective ability for a further course of 
advanced training after they have gained some practical experience. ..The 
‘subject ix under the consideration of the Inspector-General, who hopes to 
submit proposals t> Government to give effect to the suggestion. 

The condition of the rank and file of the police force as deséribed in 
the Inspector-General's report is far from satisfactory. The number of 
vacancies in the rank of constables amounts to nearly 800. In every district 
the ordinary reserves are inadequate. Consequently leave has to be curtailed 
and men who are sick and unfit for duty cannot be replaced. Men of the 
armed reserve have been employed on escort and other miscellaneous duties, 
the performance of which interferes to a considerable degree with their 
efficiency. The general health of the force during the year was not good ; 
admissions to hospital increased from 40°7 per cent. to 47'4. Discontent in 
the force is reflected in the increasing number of men who resigned or were 
discharged. Though the recruiting allowance of Rs. 6-8 is now given in all 
districts of the Presideney, the Inspector-General is still faced with the 
serious difficulty of securing recruits, especially local recruits of a suitable 
class. This unsatisfactory sfate of affairs has been. the subject of great 
concern to the Governor in Council, and measures for its amelioration have 
been concerted. A scheme for the separation of the armed and. unarmed 
branches ‘of the force of the whole Presidency, and for giving the former a 
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x. rate of pay has-been carefully worked out and is now under the cont 
ideration iof Government. Experience ‘seems to have established that 
the percentage for reserve fixed ante Police Commission ‘is too small to 
provide for all the purposes it has to cover and to admit of reasonable 
liberality in the grant of leave, and the Inspector-General is about to submit 
revised Is. 

The outstanding causes for the growing unpopularity of service in 
the police are inadequate pay and the difficulty in-obtaining leave. ‘Tha 
Inspector-General has formulated proposals for increasing, the pay of the 
tank and file and for making the service moro. attractive by the weant of 
certain concessions. These are at present receiving the sympathetic cons 
‘sideration of Government. The most pressing ofthese reforms, however, 
is the necessity for increasing the pay of the constables ; anl this matter has 
the immediate attention of the Governor in Council. 

The progress made in the construction and repair of buildings was a 
satisfactory feature of the year's work. A large sum ‘was sanctioned hy 
Government for ‘the purpose, and the total expenditure amounted to over 
nino lakhs of rupees. But a'large proportion of the force is still housed in 
very unsuitable buildings ; and much remains to be done in the direction of 
the construction of more sanitary and permanent buildings and in providing 
married quarters for a proportion of head-constables and constables. “Ir ig 
hoped also to improve the health of the fores by supplying cots an1. mosguite 
nets to all head-constables and constables. 

3° Military Police—The general efficiency of the battalion improved 
to a marked extent during the year and the health of the men was satisfac- 
tory. Considerable progress was made in proviling better accommodation sy 
the military police lines at Dacca, whers three companies have moved imey 
their new and commodious barracks. A scheme has been prepared for the 
reorganisation of the military police establishment of the Presidency. Captain 
Macpherson inspected all the headquarters treasuries in the province and 
submitted a valuable report containing proposals which are now unter the 
consideration of the Inspector-General. 

4. River Pole ‘The river poliee scheme, the importance of which was 
emphasized in th6dMecolution on the report for last year, contemplates the 
establishment of four river police divisions with 27 police-stations. A bezin- 
ning was made during the year with the Meghna division, and river police- 
stations were established at Narayanzanj and six other plases. This provides 
for the policing of the Meghna from Sunamgan in Sylhet. to Narayanganj. 
Kaeh of these places has been provided with a floating police-station and 
light boats for patrolling purposes and the whole division placed under tho 
charge of an Inspector who has been provided with a launch, Only three 
Saunches were available during the year for patrol duty : launches could not 
be provided for the remaining four stations owing to delay in the reosipt of 
the machinery from England. ‘The launches already constructed have since 
been tested, suitable types have been selected, and the construction of the 
remaining launches will now be taken in hand. The Ganges.division was 
opened recently; but the completion of the remaining two divisions is 
delayed owing to the want of men. Indeed it is apparent from the Inspector- 
General's report that the difficulty in obtaining recruits for the river police 
is even greater than in the case of the civil police. The scale of pay is 
reported to be insufficient to attract local men of the boatmen class who would 
form the most suitable material, and repeated efforts to secure men of a 
similar type from the United Provinces have ended in failure. Fifty-seven 
constables were recruited during the year ; but since then nearly 100 of the 
200 sanctioned constables have been obtained. Special efforts are being 

© once more to recruit the remaining men. The jurisdiction of the river 
police will not cover the interior waterways ; and hence during the ‘last threé 
years an experiment has been made of attaching station boats to certain 
thanas on the smaller rivers of the Dacca and Chittagong Divisions. ‘The 
experiment has proved successful ; and it is contemplated ultimately to link 

up the river police patrols wit’ the’ station boat patrols, and by this close 












co-operation between the river police and the District police to control the 
waterways of Eastorn Bengal. It is satisfactory to record that so farino 
river dacoities have been reported from the area ‘covered by the patrols; and 
that thefts have decreased. i 
5. Charges against the Potice.Includitig éases ponding from 1911) "861 
criminal charzes, were preferred against the police as against 247 in the 


preceding: y¢ The 337 charges disposed of included! 17’ of torture, 66 
extortion and 24 of bribery. In the result, three constables’ were eonvicted 
of torture, two Sub-Inspectors and five constables of ‘extortion, one head- 
constable and three constables of bribery and ‘one’ Sub-Inspector, one’ head+ 
constable and 42 constables of other offences, such as assault and wrongfal, 
confinement. Out of the 337 cases, 279 were unsubstantiated. “The 
complainants were prosecuted under’section 211 of the Indian Penal Code in 
18 casos; and of the 10 cases disposed of, it is satisfactory to ieeord that 7 
ended in eonvietion, . Forty civil, suits were instituted aguinsi the, police, of 
which 20 were dismissed, four, were decided against the officers concerned, 
aud the remainder were pending.at the close of the year. In accordance: with 
standing orders, all serious charges of ill-treatment or torture are reported to 
Government. ‘‘he number of cases so reported was 62, of which 50 were 
complaints preferred before the. criminal courts. Seven of these ended in 
acquittal, seven were compromised, 22 dismissed under section 203, Criminal 
Procedure Code, and. 14 ended in conviction, in one of which the two constables 
concerned were acquitted on appeal. Even in the cases which were dismissed 
or compromised, departmental action was taken whenever there were any 
indications that the officers or men concerned were guilty of misdemeanour. 
The report of the Inspeczor-General shows that the importance of investi- 
gating thoroughly all charges against the force and of dealing strictly with . 
roved offences is clearly recognized. The judicial results of the, charges 
isposed of indicate, howeyer, that the police have still to meet many reckless 
and unfounded charges. ec’ 


6. Rural Police—'Tho experiment of appointing selected officers of the 
Subordinate Civil Service to take charge of certain areas to be known ‘as 
circles to supervise panchayati and chaukidari work was continued. on amore 
extended scale. Mr. J. .N, Gupta, 1.¢.8.,,.was placed special .duty) to 
supervise the experiment and to advise Government.on chaukidari matters, 
and circle olficers were appointed. in seven subdivisions of the Prosidency sand 
Burdwan Diyisions,.and in six subdivisions of the Kastern) Bengal. districts. 
Mz..E. G. Hart, Superintendent of Police, was also placed on special. duty 
with instructions to co-operate with Mr. Gupta, and to examine specially the 
work of, village chaukidari patrols. Mr. Hart’s report is now under the 
consideration of the Inspector-General of Police. The results of the experience 
gained and tho lines of the future developments. of the village police wera 
considered by a Committee, in April last. The Committed agreed » that ithe 
rates of pay at present paid to chaukidars and daffadars are inadequate and 
that they require to be increased. It was thought that a rate of pay of Rs. 6 
to Rs, 12. differing im different parts of the Presidency, would. attract. suitable 
whole-time,chaukidars. But without an amendment of the Bengal Chaukidari 
‘Act [Act VI. (B. C.), of, 1870] it. is not legal to. pay at a higher sate 
than Rs. 6 per chaukidar. As to daffadars,.a rate of Rs. 12 to Rs. 15.would 
be sufficient to attract efficient and whole-time. men; half of this. would be 
paid by Government, .and, half by. the villagers., Local» men should be 
appointed as dafladars, provided. that they possess the necessary qualifi¢ations. 
‘The question of the duties that should be, assigned. to daffadars| and chauki~ 
dars, and, their powers were also,considered, along with several.other problems 
gonnected with the working of the chaulidari panchayatisystem..he: whole:

‘The balances of the Chaukidari Reward Fund continue to be high in- 
most districts. It, should. nov be forgotten. that. the payment,-of . li 7 
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wards is a great incentive to activity and zeal, and the attention of all 
Gicecintaudsnee of Police should be drawn to the advantages of rewarding 
freely and promptly all instances of meritorious work’ done by village chauki- 
pees Serereea Ft 

7. Political’ Crime.—The prevalence of political offerices in some of tle 
Eastern Bengal districts, notably in Dacca district, has still to be deplored, 
and another disquieting feature of the year was the dissemination of litera 
ture inciting the marder of Européans and the overthrow of the British 
Government. Once thore the murder of a zealous police officer has to be 
recorded. Head-constable Rati Lal Ray, of Dacca, was shot in September 
1912 by three young men of the bhadralok class. This officer had given 
evidence in the Dacca Conspiracy case, and was at the time of his assassina- 
tion engaged in watching the movements of some suspicious characters. 
‘This was followed two months lator by the bomb outrage at Midnapore out- 
side the house of Abdur Rahman, the informer in the Midnapore case. It is 
satisfactory to note that this was the only ease reported during the year 
from the Western Bengal districts. Although dacoities committed by persons 
of the bhadralok class decreased by two, the amount stolen is returned at 
the largo total’ of Rs. 61.037, almost twice as much as the booty of the pre- 
ceding year. Thére is reason to believe that the amount is exaggerated ; 
but even if allowance is made for this, the actual sum secured is probably 
not less than half a lakh of rapeos. The hetplessness of the victims and 
the apathy of the people rendor easy the execution of these crimos. It is true 
that in one case the villagers attacked the dacoits and wounded threw of 
them, but in no other instance was any opposition offered. In the opini 
of His Excellency in Council, attempts should be made to secure the active 
assistance of those living in rural, areas by strengthening their hands and 
placing them in a position to be able to withstand the attacks of dacoits, 
With this object in, view, Government are prepared to give licenses freely 
to rich merchants and others who have large interests in the mufassal on 
the condition that they employ pensioned up-country sepoys who are not 
only trained in the use of arms but are also likely to offer a brave front to 
dacdits. 

An important development took place at Dacea on 27th November, when 
the police as the result of a search seized certain documents. ‘These 
documents clearly indicate the existence in Eastern Bengal of an active and 
dangerous society imbued with advanced re lutionary ideas. ‘The methods 
by which the conspirators hope to achieve their object include the assassina- 
tion of police officers, the “removal” of any member of the soviety who may 
betray them, the murder of any person who assists Government, the procur- 
ing of arms, the commission of dacoities in order to obtain funds, and efforts 
to obtain recruits for their cause by tamperiug with the loyalty of the 
students in schools and colleges. The measures to be taken to meet this 
situation continue to engage the anxious consideration of His Exeellency in 
Council. 

8. Ordinary Crime.—The total number of true cases under the more 
serious heals showed a slight increase. ‘There were fewer cases of rioting 
and dacoity, though rioting is still prevalent in the Dacea Division: the 
increase was principally marked under the heads of burglary and theft, 
notably in the districts of Howrah and Tippera. The most satisfactory 
feature of the year was the substantial reduction in the number of dacoities, 
More regular river patrolling led to a decrease in Bakarganj and Tippera, 
while Rajshahi, Mymensingh and Dinajpur also showed noticeable diminu- 
tions. The number of dacoities in the districts’ adjacent to Caleutta is still 
large; but, as pointed out by the Inspector-General, the problem of the 
eerentoan and detection of dacoities in the metropolitan area presents special 

ifficulties owing to the proximity of Calcutta, the great facilities open to 
criminals for rapid travelling, and the presonce of an enormous mill population, 
the criminal members of which cannot without great difficulty be subjected 
to tive surveillance. His Excellency in Council has read with interest 
the statistics of dazoities for the last ten years and the Inspector-General’s 
observations on the subject. The figures for the year 1912 are the lowest

FINAL FORECAST OF THE JUTE CROP FOR 1913. 


On an average of five years ending 1911.12 the area under jute to which the 
Bengal jute forecast relates has represented 88:9 per cont. of the total 
area under jute in British India, 


Character of the season.—In the preliminary forecast a short review 
was given of weather conditions up till the end of June. It was pointed out 
that the general defect of rain in the month of April interfered with sowings, 
especially in Western Bengal, while the great excess of the rainfall in 
the month of June did considerable damage to the evop. The worst: effect 
of this excessive rainfall at that time was that it obstructed the work of 
weeding the fields where the crop had been sown, and delayed sowinj 
where the crop had not beem-sowns» Lhe consequence was that a considerable 
amount of damage was done to the crop, although it was not of equal 
extent throughout the province. The area worst affected was that in the 
Presidency and Burdwan divisions. The chief reason of this was that the 
plants in that area were still in an immature state when attacked by the 
excessive raim and were in consequence less able to resist the adverse 
conditions. It was therefore stated that even at that time the deskt crop 
had been considerably damaged. - 

The failure of the desh# crop.—Subsequent events have more ‘than 
confirmed the opinion which was then expressed. In all the deshi districts a 
considerable amount of waterlogging has been the accompaniment of the exces- 
sive rainfall. The rainfall in July and August did not vary very greatly from 
the normal ; but the excessive rainfall of June had the effect of causing water- 
logging over a very considerable area, apart from the damage caused by river 
floods, and the crop was never given time to recover. It was therefore found 
necessary, in order to arrive at a reasonable estimate of outturn in the deshi dis- 
triets, toelimmate the area on which the crop had either been entirely destroyed 
orirreparably damaged. The percentage of outturn has been calculated @ 

he area from which acrop can be reasonably expected. For the purpose 
“tnaking this estimate, a number of temporary men were employed, who worked 
under the supervision of District Officers. It is possible that the tendeney of 
Phe YatAporkty nail Andot ANS pahtthavateAtfchd whisin they got mbat GE Wake 
information may have been to overestimuté the amount of damage done. ‘To 
make an absolutely reliable estimate in such a case is a task of enormous 
difficulty. It can, however, be said that the estimates made are the result of 
dooal enquiries and are not mere guesses. They are supported by District 

icers. 

The crop of Eastern and Northern Bengal.—As regards Eastern and 
Northern, Bengal, although the amount of damage done in those parts by 
excessive rain has not been anything like that in Western, Bengal; the erop 

is generally inferior, to that of last year and the percentages on the normal 
have in most cases been lowered accordingly. ‘The low lands have naturally 
suffered most. id 

The question of the normal outturn of jute per acre.—In the preliminary 
forecast it was indicated that careful investigation was being made into the 
question of the average dutturn of jute per acre, and it was, there stated that 
it was believed that the ave hitherto accepted, viz., three bales, would be 
found to be too low. |The method employed was to make a very large number 
of Sop satin experiments in what.were regarded as typical fields and to 
test the results by as extensive enquiries as possible from raiyats as to the 
yields actually obtained by them in fields which had already been harvested. 
As a result of the enquiry it was found advisable to adopt different normals 
for tracts which are more or 1éss homogeneous, Eastern Bengal, Northern 
Bengal and Western Bengal are fairly homogeneous tracts and should have 
different norinals assigned to them. Asa result of the enquiry it has been 
decided to adopt 3°7 bales for Eastern Bengal, 3°5 bales for Northern Bengal, 
and 3°2 bales for Western Bengal. These figures, should not, however, be 
regarded as final and are subject to the test of ee experience. 
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Revision of last yoar's district figures for outturn.—in the preliminary 
forecast the new system for the calculation of the area under jute was 
explained and the district acreage figures for last year were revised accord- 
i In this forecast the outturn in bales for each district has also been 
similarly revised on the basis of the new system of average outturn, and 
the old percentages have’ been altered where it has been thought necessary. 
It is, therefore, now possible to make comparisons of outturn district by 
district. It will be noted that last year's consolidated outturn figure for 
the three Provinees works out on the new system to 9,842,778 bales, and 
this total figure is very approximately correct. 

Acreage.—The acreage figures given in the proliminary forecast have 
been checked for the last two months, and the changes which now appear 
are the result of this check. The great reduction made in the Pabna figure 
by the Collector of that district is simply due to the fact that the figure 
furnished in the preliminary forecast was an estimate made by the Collector 
himself as to the amount which it was necessary to add in his opinion to 
the figure furnished by the panchayats. Subsequent enquiries have, how- 
ever, shown that the amount of increase then made by the Collector was 
much too high, and the figures have been revised accordingly. In Rajshahi 
and Dinajpur_ the figures have, on the other hand, been increased as a result 
Of the enquiries which have been made. The changes made in some of, 
the other districts are of small importance. In the case of the districts of the 
Burdwan and Presidency Divisions, percentages have been calculated on the 
area from which a crop can be reasonably expected ; but the total acreage 
figure has been retained for the purpose of comparison with last year. 

‘The final figures for acreage in the three provinces for this year and last

The acreage in Bengal has therefore increased by 6°9 per cent., that of 
Bihar and Orissa by 6°7 per cont., and that of Assam by 0°47 per cent. The 
Director of Agriculture, Assam, has been good enough to introduce the 
panchayati system into the districts of Sylhet and Goalpara.

In Howrah the main cause of the 
increase was the comparatively low incidence of license fees, which enabled 
many vendors to sell at rates which were considerably below the preseribed — 
maximum prices, but the people were enabled to take advantage of these 
conditions by better harvests. Almost the whole,of the increase in Burdwan 
occurred in the Sadar, Kalna and Katwa subdivisions. In the Sadar sub- 
division it was due to better harvests, and in the other two subdivisions to 
the opening of the Hooghly-Katwa Railway. Peis 
the Presidency Division the incroase was marked in Caloutta (13,585, 
Ions), the 24-Parganas (5,065 gallons), Murshidabad (1,323: gallons) and 
adia (1,065 gallons). Although the increase in Calcutta seems large, it only 
represents 4 per cent. of the consumption of the preceding year. It_ 
occurred for the most part in shops in the neighbourhood of markets, docks, 
mills and factories, and in localities inhabited by prostitutes, and was mainly 
due to general prosperity. At the same time it has followed a series of 
increases and cannot be regarded as an isolated circumstance, In the year 
1907-08 the consumption of country spirit in Calcutta amounted to 336,248 
L.P. gallons. In 1908-09 trade depression and a small increase of taxation 
reducea it to 270,715 L.P. gallons. Consumption has inereased in each of 
the last four years, but only in 1912-13 that the figures for 1907-08 have — 
been exceeded The Superintendent of Excise Revenue, Calcutta, considers 
that this continuous increase is in great measure due to the displacement 
of the cheaper brands of foreign liquor by country spirit, owing to the increase 
in the tariff rate and the restrictions imposed upon the manufacture and sale 
of foreign liquor, and reports that some of the larger compounders of foreign 
liquor are reducing their business. This will account for part of the increase, 
but it is also due in part tu the fact that there has been little increase in the 
incidence of taxation and little alteration in prices for many years, although the 
circumstances of the consumers have improved. In the 24~Parganas the 
increase occurred mainly in the Barrackpore subdivision, where it was partly 
due to an influx of mill operatives, owing to the fact that some of the mills, 
which had been closed or working irregularly during the previous year, 
resumed work at full pressure, and partly to the settlement of shops at 
reduced fees. In Murshidabad the increase was most hoticeable in the 
Sadar, Lalbagh and Jangipur subdivisions, in whieh there was an influx of 
coolies in connection with the construction of the Barharwa-Azimganj-Katwa 
Railway. Good harvests and low prices of food-grains also contributed 
to this increase.

Reports of the Veteri vil Veterinary Department, Bengal, 
Poe Atha you 118, With Tha Bis of Agricaar's review theres. ; 

Maso A. Sarrn was attached to the Bengal Veterinary College from his 
arrival on the 15th April, 1912, and performed the duties of Principal duri 
the absence, on vacation leave, of Colonel Raymond, who retired on the ath 
June. On that date Major Smith took formal charge of the appointment 
which he held till the close of the year.. As a temporary arrangement, the 
work of the Superintendent, Civil Veterinary Department, Bengal, was carried 
out in the Eastern Bengal districts by Mr. Harris (Superintendent, Civil 
Veterinary Department, ~Assam), and in the West Bengal districts 
Mr. Quinlan (Superintendent, Civil Veterinary Department, Bihar and Orissa), - 
for the first three weeks of the year. Major Smith then held the post in 
addition to his own duties until the 28th October 1912, when Mn P. J. Kerr 
joined from Madras. Major Smith’s other duties precluded him from making 
any tour, but Mr. Kerr was on tour for 61 days between the end of October 
and the close of the year. ¥ 

2. The numbor of students on the college roll at the end of the session 
was 99, of whom 88 were stipendiary students, as compared with 110, 188 
and 132 in the three preceding years. ‘The decrease which was noticed 
last year continued and is ascribed mainly to the poorness of the prospects of 
those who go through the course. ‘The matter is under the consideration of 
Government, and it is hoped that means will shortly be devised to increase» 
the popularity of the college. The percentage of passes in the final examina- 
tion was 73°4, as compared with 79°38 last year. In the previous year 
the number of scholarships had been 33, all cf a uniform value of Rs. 5. 
In order to reward those who passed with distinction and to afiord an incen- 
tive-to better work, the scholarships were graduated from Rs. 5 to Rs. 10 
during the year, and the total number reduced to 24 so as to keep the total 
value the same ag bofore.

3 Hee ete his investigation in connection with the project for a proposed 
from the Hooghly to the Bidyadhari river, Mr. O. ©. Lees has found 
that there has been sorious deterioration of the Bidyadhari tiver during the 
Tast few years. Cross sections taken at the same sites as those taken in 
1904 disclosed the fact that, at a short distance below Bamanghatta, the bed 
of the river had rison by nearly 25 feet during the last eight years and that 
its sectional area below the high water level of ordinary neap tides’ had 
contracted during that period by 3,870 s. ft., giving a mean rate of contrae- 
tion of 480s. ft. per annum. ‘The cross sectional area at thie section 
below the mean level of high water at noap tides is now only 2,400 
8. ft. Mr. Lees'was of opinion that these facts showed that if the silting 
continued at the same rate, the bed of the river at this place woul in some 
ve years’ time rise to neap tide high water level and would thon be quite 

useless as an outfall for the sewage of Caleutta. 

2. This situation was clearly a very serious ono, and, after carefully 
considering the question whether,-by té-opening some of the inlets, as well as 
by restoring a part of the original spill area, it would bo possible to stop such 
deterioration, Mr. Lees expressed the opinion that the time had passed for the 
adoption of such measures, which were likely to prove costly and unsatisfac-

A report from the Mining Advisury Board, 

A proposal has for some time past been under the consideration of this 
Government for tho establishment of an Institute of Mining and for the 
further expansion and development of the existing system of evening classes 
for mining at Asansol. A similar suggestion was made by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Atkinson and Mr. Dawson in Chapter 16 of their Report on Technical Insti- 
tutions. Meanwhile, the question of mining instruction in the colliery 
districts has been engaging the attention of the Government of Bihar and 
Orissa, who have consulted the Chief Inspector of Mines and the Colliery 
owners of the leading Giridih and Jherria Coalfields ; and the Mining’ and 
Geological Instituté of India have passed certain resolutions on the subject. 

The outcome of these discussions has been a general consensus of opinion 


No. 15904, dated the 12th December 1912. 





_ that’a single mining institute, located probably at Asansol or Dhanbaid, should 


be established for the two Provinces, and that the evening classes should at 
the same timo be developed. 

2. It appears to the Governments of the two Proviaces of Bengal and 
Bihar and Orissa that, for a final and satisfactory determination of this 
question and for the preparation of a definite scheme, the assistance of a, 
Joint Committee of the two Provinces is required, on which mining interests 
should be largely represented.

1913-14, 


(MOTE,—On the average of the five years ending 1511.12 the area under winter rice In 
Bengal represents some 198 per cent, of the total area under rice In Britiah India,) 


Character of the Season.—In April the rainfall was generally 
defective throughout the province, but in May the fall was above the normal 
which hindered to some extent, ploughing operation and the preparation of 
seed-beds. In June also the rainfall was much in excess of the normal, and 
transplanting was delayed in consequen ‘The rainfall in July and August 
‘was approximately normal, but the heavy floods in the Burdwan Division and 
also in some of the Eastern Bengal districts considerably damaged the crop 
especially in low lands. The damage, however, was 1m: good to a large 
extent by replanting parts of the flood-affected areas. The prospects and 
condition of the crop were greatly improved by the rainfall in September and 
October. Injury by insect-pests has been reported from parts of Khulna, 
Bakawganj, Faridpur, ‘Tippera, Noakhali and Chittazong Hill Tracts. On the 
whol@ the weather conditions were not very unfavourable for the growth of 
the crop. 

Acreage.—Accordin to the figures furnished 
the area sown this year is 14,524,700 acres against 1

Outturn.—From Appendix I it will be seen that four districts only 
report more than a normal crop, viz, Birbhum 117, Rangpur 115, Rajshahi 
105 and Malda 125 per cent. Khulna, Burdwan, Pabna, Chittagong and 
Noakhali-report a normal crop. Seven districts report a crop between 90 to 
95 per cent. Eight districts report a erop between 70 to 87 per cent. Jessore 
and Howrah each orts 67 per cent.; while Midnapore reports as low as 60 
percent. only, due chiefly to damage done by excessive rain and floods. 
According to the District Officers’ estimates tie provincial outturn works out 
to 88 per cent. of the normal against 8 per cent. of last year. On the basis 
of the normal yield of 12 maunds of clean grain per acre the provincial 
outturn, as worked out from District Officers’ estimates, is 112,688,000 ewts.
